a. The course of study is concerned primarily with the formula- 
tion and execution of National Security Policy. This involves detailed analysis 
of the various political, economic, psychological, and raililary faelors 
included in such policy. 

3. Administratiyo Mattcr.s - 4'he course ot instruction for the coming 
year covers the period 18 August 1966 to 9 June 1967. Registration day is 

18 August 1966. It is requested that orders assigning students to The National 
War College direct that they report not earlier than 16 August 1966 and not 
Intel' than 1000 hours 18 August 1966. 

4. All students arc required to have "Q" and Top Sc'cret clearance 
prior to reporting. 

3. It is requested that nominations l)e made as early as practicable 
to the Commandant, 'J’hc National War College', Washington, 1). C . In the 
event that a quota or portion thereof can not be filled l)y fully qualilied career 
officers, it is requested that the Commandant be infoi-med as expeditiously as 
possible in order that allocations may be reassigned to other departments or 
agencies.
